So much is this the case that a change "«i' i"^»'' '"ng in comparison with 
in the curriculum of the Universities of the continent seems immi- 
nent. However, the main tiling is to show the student that as 
much, if not more, of his success, depends on his, own personal 
character and personality, than on hi.s technical knowledge. He 
realizes how important his technical knowledge is from his contact 
with business.

Alter a lingering, painful illiics.^ of 
more than ten months, Joseph Vial, 
the young Australian who received 
such brutal treatment at the hands of 
his savage German jailers In Leipzig, 
has at last passed away. This adds the 
last chapter to one of the saddest and 
most pitiful stories of German cruelty 
which has come to light since the be- 
ginning of the war. 

Born in Newcastle, N.S.W., iu 1S93, 
Joseph Vial early iu life showed ex- 
ceptional musical ability, and al the 
Bge of fifteen was well known in the 
leading cities of Australia as a con- 
cert violinist. Tho money earned by 
his playing enabled him to go to Leip- 
zig 111 1911 to sludy at tho Royal Con- 
servatory of Music, and at the time 
war was declared lie was recogniised 
as one of the cleverest and most 
promising violin students in Leipzig. 

On aepiembcr 5. 101 1, the male Bri- 
tish subjects iu Leipzig (about bl.My 
in all, including .Mr. Vial and .Mr. 
LucUl were arrested and impris^oned 
in the city jail, solely for the crime i:t 
being British subject.-. At the time ul 
hia arrest Vial was in perfect health. 
He was placed in the same cell with 
a tubercular convict, and. in spite of 
his appeals lo Ihc prison authorities, 
he was not permitted to occupy any 
other cell. Uo was compelled to lUc 
under unspeakable sanitary crndt- 
tlons, and for cxcrclso was allowed 
out only half an hour each day, lo 
march slowly around the prison yard 
In solemn procession with the regular 
criminals. At the end of three mouths
